On the 1c we have El Capitan in 
the Yosemite National Park. And 
what a store of religious legend 
centers around this ‘‘Chief.’’ It is 
called To-tok-a-nu-la in the Yosem- 
ite Indian language, and towers 
over 3600 feet perpendicularly 
above the valley floor. ‘‘The un- 
speakable grandeur, the preemi- 
nent strength and glory, the air of 
unutterable age, its irresistible 
power and its infinite repose, make 
El Capitan an object that beggars 
description.” 

It is little wonder then that when 
the Yosemite Indians first came in- 
to this ‘‘happy valley’’ in the long 
ago, they who were such a relig- 
ious tribe, should weave so many 
sanctities about the beauty spots 
of the valley. ‘‘The shadow of His 
hand is upon the mountains, the 
hills grow dark beneath His palm.”’ 
The beautiful valley of Ah-wah-nee 
gave food in abundance—fish, sweet

nated. 

The donor was the late Dr. Al- 
bert O. Jeffery, president of the 
Londen Life Insurance Company. 
He was an ardent devotee of phil- 
ately and from his estate a fund 
was also set aside for the con- 
struction of a suitable display cab- 
inet and the mounting of the 
stamps. 

This collection has been added 
to through grants from the Board 
of Governors of the University, as 
well as gifts from interested par- 
ties. 

According to University officials, 
the collection is recognized by phil- 
atelists in the States and Canada 
as one of the outstanding collec- 
tions in Canada. 

This historical possession is ad- 
ministered by a Board of Trustees, 
who are appointed by the Gover- 
nors of the University. 

The curator of the collection, Dr. 
J. Howard Crocker, one of the trus- 
tees, is largely responsible for re- 
cording the history of this philatelic 
property. 

The method for housing and ex- 
hibiting the collection was patterned 
along the same line that is used 
by the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington, D. C. 

Here’s a brief description of the 
cabinet that houses this important 
collection. 

It consists of 75 double-sided 
frames, each 22 x 27 inches. 

When the collection was present- 
ed to the University authorities in 
1928, a major problem arose. 

It was the choice of continuing 
to collect the whole world as the 
late Dr. Jeffrey had been doing, 
or to concentrate on the more com- 
plete Canadian and the United 
States sections, since these were 
considerably advanced. 

The committee chose to concen- 
trate on the United States and Ca- 
nadian sections, plus special issues 
of the British Empire. 

Dr. Crocker, the curator, explains 
it in this manner: ‘‘The Trustees 
have always had in mind the mak- 
ing of the Jeffery Collection, an 
historical and educational collection 
available to students and the public 
as a complete series of the Cana- 
dian and the United States postage 
stamps with some of the other Do- 
minions as well. With us it is not 
just a hobby and many philatelists 
might expect to see odd things in 
stamps such as the Princess ‘“‘tear 
drop’”’ in the Elizabeth stamp (1935 
Canadian Silver Jubilee series) and 
many other oddities. But these do 
not interest us particularly. We 
want to have a complete collection 
of all the Canadian stamps used for 
postage and, when these stamps 
especially mark some period of his- 
tory, to give them prominence.” 

The collection includes early is- 
sues of Vancouver Island, British 
Columbia, New Brunswick and No- 
va Scotia. 

According to the curator, there is 
an excellent represenation of Prince 
Edward Island stamps. Newfound- 
land early issues too are included 
A block of four-penny, a pair of 
six-penny and a pair of the one

Canadian University Has Stamp Collection Amongst 
Its Many Treasures 


The most elaborate stamp collection owned by a Canadian Univer- 
sity is the one that is in the possession of University of Western Ontario 
at London. It is housed in the Lawson Memorial Library. The collection 
is officially known as the Jeffery Stamp Collection. 

The only other Canadian University that has the honor of owning 
a stamp collection is McGill of Montreal. 

It’s certainly interesting to note that the University of Western On- 
tario has had this collection since the year 1928—that’s when it was do- 
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shilling of the early issues of New- 
foundland are there. 

There is a beautiful copy of the 
Canadian twelve-penny black and 
the three-penny Beaver in a per- 
pendicular pair on laid paper. 

The Diamond Jubilee series of 
Queen Victoria are complete in sin- 
gles and one frame has this set in 
superb blocks of four. 

From this date on all of the Ca- 
nadian stamps are in blocks. 

Of American stamps the collec- 
tion has the following items: ~ the 
1847 five cent brown Benjamin 
Franklin in single and pairs, and a 
fine cover with the ten-cent black 
Washington with red cancellation — 
date, New York, November 9, and 
Queenston, November 11, 1849; 
block of mint three cent stamps of 
the 1851 issue; two pairs of the 
three-cent and a block of four of 
the one cent blue Franklin. 

It’s certainly encouraging to know 
that educational authorities of this 
University are seriously interested 
in displaying this famous collection. 
It helps to sell the idea of how 
much history can be learned from 
the hobby of philately. 

But, according to the authorities, 
there haven’t been planned any 
lectures on philately, similar to the 
ones sponsored by American uni- 
versities. 

Perhaps in the future, they will 
see the need for such a series of 
lectures and launch them. 

I am quite sure that many would 
attend if they did have lectures. 


K. Bileski, the Canadian dealer 
who regularly advertises in this 
publication, and who makes his 
headquarters in Winnipeg, Manito- 
ba, wrote me recently to state 
that he was very fortunate in pur- 
chasing five 12 penny blacks. Mr. 
Bileski said that one was a mag- 
nificent laid paper copy, while the 
others were very much rarer speci- 
mens.

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Topicals 


This is a bad subject for anyone to start writing about for it can 
be an almost endless task. The field is so great, greater even than 
just plain general collecting, for in general collecting there is a very 
great amount of repetition in what you do and how you do it. It is in 

, effect just one single way of collecting, while 
in Topicals you have hundreds of different 
ways of collecting, any or all of them a field 
in themselves and thus something that can 
and will interest almost anyone. 

The earliest of the topical fields were 
trains, ships and animals on stamps. In 
these three fields there have been collectors 
for many years past. It is only in the last 
five to ten years and principally in the last 
five, that Topicals have been followed in 
many different directions until today there 
are literally hundreds of different angles to 
the hobby. 

A great many who are topically inclined 
have just picked a subject without giving 
topicals a real thought. They fancy animals 
or ships or sports, or some other subject 
without any real personal reason other than 
that they like the subject. Those who get 

: : JE the most from topical collecting are those 

who have searched to find a’subject that in 
GEORGE W. LINN some way ties in with their own life. 

What is your business or profession? Have you ever thought of 
building a topical collection along such lines? If you are an architect 
or builder why not stamps picturing the great architecture or buildings 
of the world? What a story could be written around such a collection. 
Naturally if you are a railroad man, trains and railway stations would 
be your logical choice. No matter what your business it is almost 
certain that you can find stamps that will have a relation to it. Look 
at it from that angle and see if you can not come up with something 
almost unique. 

For myself, I long ago picked out triangle stamps. This is a 
topical subject based on shapes of stamps. There are a few other 
shapes besides the conventional oblong either in upright or horizontal 
form but none are so frequently used for stamps as is the triangle 
stamp. 

There are three distinct recognized types tof triangle stamps. First 
and most common is the Isosceles Triangle, that one in which the base 
is either longer or shorter than the two sides which come to a point at 
the top. There are several ways in which this triangle is used in stamp 
production. Either with the point up or down in relation to the design 
and then in various ways in making up the sheet. The common form 
is to alternate the stamp in horizontal rows across a sheet, one stamp 
with point up, the next with point down. This is the most common form 
of arrangement and makes plenty of tete-beche pairs in two different 
forms? This commonly used form of arrangement does not produce 
a square block of four but you can have an oblong block of four from 
such sheets. First use of this method of arrangement came with the 
Cape of Good Hope Triangles and it has been used in most triangle 
sheets since then. 

In the Lithuanian triangles we can find a perfect square block of 
four. In these stamps the apex of four different triangles come to- 
gether thus making a square. This form of arrangement is seldom 
used. I can not recall any other modern triangle stamps where the 
sheet is so formed, but I have some old German Local stamps where 
ithe sheets were laid out in the same manner. In this form of sheets, 
foesides the perfect block you can get pairs with two bases together, 
forming a tete-beche pair or a pair wherein the left side of one stamp 
is joined with the right side of another, forming a pair that does not 
tome from the other style of triangle sheet. 

That takes care of the Isosceles triangle and now we have another 
common form of triangle, the Equilateral Triangle. In this triangle, 
all three sides are of equal length. Sheets of these stamps will produce 
the same combinations as are found in the Isosceles triangle. 

In the Isosceles triangle it must be remembered that the base may 

‘be either longer or shorter that the two sides. It would seem to me 
that these two differences should make another recognized form of 
triangle, but apparently not as in either form it is recognized by the 
same name. 
The third and most unusual triangle is the Scalene Triangle. But 
one country has issued stamps using this type of triangle, that country 
tis Colombian Republic, the three stamps of the 1869 issue. This triangle 
is made by splitting an oblong from corner to corner. It produces a 
triangle wherein all three sides are of different length. 

From these sheets we find something new in the form of pairs 
twhich do not come from other triangle sheets. We also have a block of 

wo, an oblong block rather than a square block. The block of four 
from this sheet would also be an oblong block. 

That covers the various triangle shapes found in stamps. The one 
‘triangle not found in stamps is the Spherical Triangle, the triangle 
rwherein the sides are curved lines, either bulging in or out. It would 
wf course be impossible to produce such stamps in sheet form. 

My search for triangle stamps has convinced me that catalog values 
dave no relation to the scarcity or commonness of the stamp. They are 
arbitrarily fixed in some manner, perhaps on what the catalogue con- 
widers the popularity of the stamp. I am fully convinced that the 
wecognized rarity, the 1d red Cape of Good Hope Wood Block on cover 
bis more common than the 3p Newfoundland Triangle on cover. 

Topicals are an interesting field if you explore it thoroughly. You 
jcan prove all of this by attending the Topical convention at Dayton, 
{Ohio June 18th to 20th at the Miami Hotel. You will see perhaps the 
‘most beautiful stamps you have ever seen assembled in one exhibition.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 

















BY CARL P. RUETH 


Since the printing of the postal 
clerk’s side of the wage question 
on page two of the May 31 edition 
we have gotten many friendly let- 
ters here from heads of the clerk’s 
various organizations and from in- 
dividual post office workers. You 
will remember that in the April 
19 edition we printed the Post Office 
Department’s view on the matter. 

So, as of this time, each group 
has had its say, and apparently 
each is satisfied. 

It is to the credit of Linn’s Week- 
ly Stamp News that it was the 
only philatelic publication which 
presented both sides, or either of 
them for that matter. Our policy 
has always been to make fair and 
equitable summations of controver- 
sial questions and then let an in. 


formed public make its own deci- . 


sions. 

We don’t close our eyes here to 
thinks which need a “look at’’, nor 
do we ‘‘fence-straddle’’ all over the 
place as do some other sources of 
news and information. 

We might make some people mad 
once in a while, but after a cooling 
off period, the least most of them 
do is give us credit for having a 
spoken opinion and definite policy. 
They write in and say so.

George H. Mardenfeld of Rose- 
dale, L. I., N. Y. has sent a letter 
which I am happy to reproduce 
since it indicates the POD has lived 
up to its promise of topnotch serv- 
ice to collectors through the Phila- 
telic Agency with the appointment 
of Robert E. Fellers as head of 
that division. 

If what this correspondent writes 
is generally true then the Agency 
has improved considerably. Up 
until several months ago the serv- 
ice was “ultra poor’’—weeks and 
weeks of waiting for the return of 
an order, and stamps which weren’t 
centered well. Mr. Mardenfeld 
writes :— 

“This is a letter of praise, which 
I think, has needed writing for 
quite a while. There must be many 
people, dealers, collectors and phil- 
atelists who get the service that I 
do, but, although I always read the 
paper completely, I have never 
seen such a letter. 

“It is about the service rendered 
by the Philatelic Agency. I sent 
for some sheets, the $2 and $5 sing- 
les, and all the dollar plate blocks. 
Also, I sent stamps for airmail and 
registry. 

“Mr. Editor, I could not have 
picked out better looking, better 
centered stamps, and I could not 
have cancelled the stamps better 
than the people at the Agency did. 

“I mentioned this to one of my 
friends, and he told me it was their 
job. I don’t think so. Someone 
went out of his or her way to doa 
fine job on my order. in fact, al- 
most every time I ask for a bit of 
service in any post office concern- 
ing collecting, I get it. It seems to 
me, sir, that mention should be 
made oncerning the fine work of 
the people in the Post Office De- 
partment. 

“Also, a word for the paper. As 
I said, I read it through and enjoy 
it thoroughly.” 

If the above whets anyone’s cur- 
iosity concerning the Agency, you 
can get a list of the stamps on sale 
at face value there by sending an 
envelope bearing 3c in postage and 
having your name and address 
thereon. Write to the Philatelic 
Agency, Post Office Department, 
Washington 25, D. C. 


Since up to this point we. have 
been concerned with philatelic 
‘fringe’? matters rather than with 
actual stamps or the art of collect- 
ing, we might as well see the day 
through with some added heres and 
theres. 

After nearly every first day of is- 
sue letters come to me in which the 
writers are genuinely disturbed be- 
cause their post office has not 
placed the new stamp on sale the 
day after the first day. They want 
someone’s scalp for this gross neg- 
lect of duty.

allotment, or that he has sufficient 
reasons for not stocking them at the 
window means nothing to these im- 
patient people. 

I find that attitude so ridiculous 
and juvenile. What difference, ex- 
cept to a dealer, does it make if you 
get a copy of the new stamp today 
or three weeks from today? With 
a printing of around 110 million 
there will be no scarcities. 

I’d guess that 99% of such “gotta 
have it nows’”’ put the stamp away 
in a shoe or cigar box, and don’t 
even know what the design is or 
for what event the stamp was is- 


ued. 

And then there are the ones who 
heckle the window clerks to death 
demanding plate number blocks— 
not because they are trying to build 
a decent plate collection, but for the 
mere matter of hoarding towards 
being a philatelic millionaire at 
some future date when their stack 
of stickers has reached fabulous 
prices. They should live so long! 

This stamp collecting is a hobby 
of relaxation so handle it that way— 
don’t be so intense, dense and im- 
patient. 

Also on the ridiculous, small and 
cheap side are incidents such as 
related to me by two of the nation’s 
better dealers—men who have gilt- 
edge reputations with their cus- 
tomers and fellow dealers. 

One advertised a packet of 1295 
different stamps at a price, a dol- 
lar, or dollar and a half, I don’t re- 
call which, but a rather nice buy 
at the price. One purchaser sent 
the most abusive letter (I read it) 
to this stamp merchant accusing 
him of being a crook, a no good and 
the like. That was brought on by the 
fact that the packet contained but 
1294 stamps instead of the 1295 as 
advertised. 

The other dealer received the 
same kind of abusive treatment. He 
writes:—‘“‘I had advertised com- 
plete Coronation sets for sale for 
$10.50 mentioning that the catalog 
value on the set was $32.64 
The lady got hold of one of my auc- 
tion catalogs, after she had pur- 
chased one of the sets at $10.50, and 
she noticed in it that the set actu- 
ally catalogs $32.63, rather than 
$32.64. For that difference of one 
cent, even though she. bought it at 
one-third of catalog or less, I am a 
crook, a thief, a rogue and a scoun- 
drel.”” 

The other day, the senior director 
of a junior stamp club sent the 
photograph of a stamp here instead 
of the actual item, because the 
junior stated that if he sent the 
stamp he might be gypped out of it. 
That youngster is no different than 
many of his seniors who are prone 
to the great sin of pre-judgment 
and lack of faith in their fellow man 
as it concerns philately. 

I shouldn’t have made a reply to 
one so glibly seeking favors and 
yet willing to accept them from one

Oregon is a Pacific Coast state 
whose chief city’ and seaport is 
Portland. The state is divided into 
unlike halves by the Cascade Moun- 
tains, crossing from north to south. 


They have an average heighth 
from 4000 to 10,000 feet; some 


peaks carry constant snow. Mount 
Hood is an extinct voleano 11,225 
feet high. 

Oregon produces about one-fifth 
of all the timber used in this coun- 
try, chiefly Douglas fir and yellow 
pine. The fruit industry is next in 
importance yielding apples, peach- 
es, pears, plumbs, prunes. 

The state also contains many 
minerals such as gold, silver, cop- 
per, lead, iron, coal, plus stone 
and gravel. 

Salmon fishing is very important 
in the Columbia River area, and 
the Columbia River highway is 
known everywhere as one of the 
scenic roads of travel. 

Oregon was first explored by Sir 
Francis Drake and by Lewis and 
Clark about 1805. At Astoria a trad- 
ing post was established about 
1811. 

When intersts of U. S. and Eng- 
lish traders conflicted, the ‘“‘Oregon 
Question’? was settled by designat- 
ing the 49th Parallel as the official 
boundary. 

It has within its boundaries many 
beautiful parks and scenery, one of 
the greatest of which is Crater 
Lake National Park.

On his throne high above the val- 
ley floor, he forgot to pray, and 
the Great Spirit became angry, and 
the earth shook, and rocks fell 
down into the fields below. The 
rains ceased, the streams dried, the 
fish died, there was no game in the 
forests, the acorns no _ longer 
dropped from the oak trees. Suf- 
fering, famine, death stalked the 
length of Ah-wah-nee because Tu- 
tok-a-nu-la no longer made his seat 
on the summit of The Chief a place 
of prayer. 

Then, Tis-sa-ack, who had van- 
ished in a snowy mist from _ be- 
fore the advances of the love-sick 
Tu-tok-a-nu-la, saw the distress of 
her adopted people, and her heart 
was heavy, and she herself called 
upon the Great Spirit to bring rain. 
And the Great Spirit heard her 
prayer, and split in two the throne 
rock upon which she stood, and 
water flowed from its side, and Tis- 
sa-ack’s tears flowed down the 
cleft rock, and formed a little lake 
there at the base, so that forever 
afterwards the streams might nev- 
er lack a plentiful source of re- 
plenishment. 

The grass grew once more, and 
the fish returned, and the game 
and the acorns grew on the oaks. 
Happiness had come back. Tu-tok- 
a-nu-la returned at last, and carved 
his form upon El] Capitan with his 
hunting knife, to show to his peo- 
ple that once more he had left them 
to go into the West again, in search 
of Tis-sa-ack, the lovely phantom 
of his dreams. 





on the three-center is 
called Tach-ho-ma, by the Indians, 
“the Great Snow,’ a power to be 
feared and conciliated. John H. Wil- 
liams has written a beautiful poem 
entitled, ‘“‘The Mountain that was 
God’? — 


O, rarest miracle of mountain 
heights, 

Thou hast the sky for thy imperial 
dome 


And dwell’st among the stars, all 
day and nights, 
In the far heavens familiarly at 
home.” 
And anyone who has seen this 
great snow-capped peak in our 
Northwest, itself replete with won- 
derful sights, would be tempted to 
say that this surmounts them all. 
“The great mountain fascinates us 
by its diversity. It is an inspiration, 
and yet a riddle, to all who are 
drawn to the-mysterious, or who 
love the sublime. Every view which 
the breaking clouds vouchsafe to 
us is a surprise. It can never be- 
come commonplace, save to the 
commonplace.”’ 
No surrprise is it that this moun- 
tain of changing moods, overtop- 
ping every other eminence in the 
Northwest, became the personifica- 
tion of the Great Spirit to the sim- 
ple, imaginative mind of the Indi- 
ans who hunted in the forests on its 
slopes, and fished in the waters of 
the Whulee that ebbed and flowed 
at its base. 
The Siwashes, Klickitats, Puyall- 
ups, Cowlitz, Yakimas, Wenat- 
chees, Nisqually, Chinooks and oth- 
er tribes came to the Great Snow 
in frequent pilgrimages, ‘‘thinking 
this king of the primeval wild a 
divinity to be reckoned with, 
dreading its anger in the storm and 
the mighty avalanche, but court- 
ing its favor as expressed in the 
wild flowers abloom on its slopes, 
and the tall grass at its base which 
feed the mowich or deer.’’ 
To them their god had planted the 
orderly rows of the groves of 
trees; he had placed the quiet 
lakes in the lofty valleys, much 
calmer than the lakes in the mea- 
dows far below; he it was who 
made the foliage brighter, and the 
ferns taller and more graceful. The 
waterfalls were his musical voice. 
The meadows carpeted with the 
green grass and the profusion of 
bright flowers was his garden 
tended by his superhuman agents.

little gods, and the Indians saw 
them. They knew. Paradise Valley 
is Saghalie-Iahe, the Heaven of 
the Indians. The mountain was the 
haven of refuge, and if the pursued 
gained its enfolding embrace he 
was safe from all pursuers, the 
slayer might not even be touched 
by the victim’s kinsfolk. Withal it 
was an infinite force that could 
at will bless or destroy. 
....Perpetual 
And snowy tabernacle of the land, 
While purples at thy base this 
peaceful sea, 
And all thy hither slopes in eve- 
ning bathe,

On the Parks eight-cent stamp 
we have the Great White Throne, 
situated in Zion Nationa! Park in 
the southern part of the state of 
Utah. It is a park not so well 
known as its neighboring great 
work of Nature, the Grand Canyon, 
probably because it is more or 
less “‘hidden’’ as it were from 
the main travel of mankind by the 








huge earth gorges just across the 
state line of Arizona, but those 
who have visited this newly opened 
masterpiece of God are warm in its 
praises and enthusiastic in its be- 
half. 

The canyon, called by the Indi- 
ans, the I-u-goon, meaning quiver, 
that is the pocketlike canyon whose 
interior was shaped like the Indi- 
an’s arrow container, is ‘‘formed 
by a magnificent palisade of sand- 
stone pillars and front walls a half 
mile high, of rare beauty of form 
and great richness of color. The 
flat tops of these perpendicular pil- 
lars are largely capped with unique 
woodlands in the cloudland, like 
the inaccessible Babylonian gar- 
dens in midair.”’ 

The Indians came upon this val- 
ley in the long ago, and then in 
the early part of this century the 
Mormons found it anew: and to 
them its beauty bespoke their God, 
and in consequence both the Indi- 
ans and the Mormons have _ be- 
stowed sacred names everywhere 
about this colorful valley, and today 
in the verbiage of the government, 
and of the traveling public, the two 
names are intermingled in wild 
profusion. But in each case, the 
heights and the valleys, the great 
rock pinnacles, and the plateaus 
on mountain peaks, told of the 
thoughtfulness of a loving God, pro- 
viding for His children in wisdom 
and abundance. 

First there is the mystic Temple 
of Sinawava, a vast natural am- 
puitheatre formed by the gigantic 
sides of the canyon walls, a spa- 
cious sanctuary from which to con- 
template in a very responsive 
mood some of the beauties and 
wonders of the park. The temples 
of the Virgin stand like sentinels 
at the entrance; and then there on 
the right is the Altar of Sacrifice, 
high above us, and the blood red of 
the soil has streaked down the sides 
of the canyon like a sacrifical of- 
fering from the altar above. 

And right next is the Temple of 
Aeolus; and we might go on further 
into the enfoldments of this won- 
drous place, and point out this 
other temple or that other temple. 
But the Indians could never be per- 
suaded to go in very far, even 
though today the canyon is but six 
miles deep because of the fear of 
the ancient cliff dwellers who lived 
in the walls further in the re- 
cesses of the canyon. 

Frederick Vining Fisher, a firey 
Mormon preacher, came as recent- 
ly as 1911, and climbed over all the 
rocks and into the crevices, and 
upon the upper plateaus, and he is 
credited with having given names 
to many of the outstanding peaks 
and sights. ‘‘Like many another he 
was deeply touched by the lofty 
and colorful works of Nature; but 
like many others he was not mute. 
His religious fervor was _ stirred 
with inspiration and he coined the 
sacred names which today cling to 
the Angel’s Landing, and the Great 
White Throne, and the Altar of 
Sacrifice, and he it was who was 
instrumental in changing the name 
of this ‘‘Rainbow Canyon’’ into one 
more fitting such a place filled with 
the works and the presence of the 
Holy One, the Zion Park. 

Technically speaking, the Great 
White Throne is not a mountain 
when viewed from above; there it 
is a plateau; but viewed from the 
floor of the valley, where most of 
us who have seen it, have caught 
our first glimpse, it is a mountain. 
Rising sheer, a half mile or so 


high, standing alone, shining 
white, it lifts its proud head to- 
ward the sky, and it is little won- 
der that it was named the Great 
White Throne, fit place of judg- 
ment for the great King of Kings 
for all who come as His children. 





Let us travel back again into 
the Northwest, to the Glacier Na- 
tional Park, symbolized on the 
nine-cent stamp. It was in 1896, 
as recently as that, that the Indians 
sold this mountain-lake region to 
the white man, but, said they, ‘‘we 
did not sell the names. Our names 
for the region were the history of 
our people (the Pikuni tribe or 
Black Feet) to far back times.” 
Lake McDonald, on whose shores I 
have spent many glorious days, 
was Sacred Dancing Lake, because 
in the long ago the Kutenai Indians 
gathered every summer along its 
rippling beaches to hold their an- 
nual religious ceremonies. 

The principal god was the Sun, 
and a supernatural being known as 
Napi or Old Man. The sun is the 
visible source of light and life, and 
a symbol of the invisible Great 
Spirit; and Napi may be an incar- 
nation of the same idea. 

Sour Spirit was a benevolent and 
mystic creator who in the dim by- 
gone years descended from his 
Lodge of the Sun and came to earth 
to show the Blackfeet how to do the 
things they needed to know for the 
comfort of their daily living—make 








the bows and arrows for the chase, 
trap the buffalo, tan the hides, build 
the tepees. 

He had great supernatural pow- 
ers, and could do many magical 
and wonderful things with the 
greatest of ease. When the work of 
teaching was done, he returned to 
the Lodge of the Sun by way of Go- 
ing-to-the-Sun Mountain. The In- 
dians had called this Mah-tah-pee 
O-s took -sis-meh-stuck, _ literally 
Person’s Face Mountain, but this 
was a little difficult for the white 
man to maneuver. 

So one day a white man who had 

been born and reared in the shadow 
of the great peak in Glacier 
Park, an adopted son of the Indians 
who still guarded the site of their 
fathers, suggested to Tail-Feathers- 
Coming-over-the-Hill that it be giv- 
en a more appropriate name, Go- 
ing-to-the-Sun Mountain, and the 
latter replied, ‘‘Ah! That is a better 
name for it; a very sacred name. 
We will so name it. And when we 
arrive home, we will tell our people 
about it, and their hearts will be 
glad. It is the second most beauti- 
ful of our mountains, so it is right 
that it should bear so sacred a 
name.” 
It was via this mountain that 
Sour Spirit returned to the Lodge of 
the Sun, but the Indians say that 
when he did return, his spirit 
changed into stone, and the face 
on th mountain was left for all 
men to see if any may doubt the 
story of Sour Spirit and his won- 
drous deeds; and today the like- 
ness of the Spirit’s face is still on 
the side of the Going-to-the-Sun 
Mountain. 





Finally there is one more of the 
Park series having the picture of 
another sacred mountain, the Great 
Smoky Mountain, on the ten-cent 
issue. Three-quarter of a million ac- 
res of land, partly in North Carolina 
and partly in Tennessee, compose 
today’s governmental Great Smok-
